The open spoon of each type A or B airbrush not 
only permits the use of heavy colors without fear 
of clogging, but it allows the use of only a drop of 
color, which is most convenient for frequent change 
in color work. Mixed and blended colors can be 
taken directly from the palette into the spoon. It is 
easily and quickly cleaned after each change. 

The artist who produces the highest class of work 
cannot afford to be without type A or B airbrushes.
